DAN b? AFFORD (EiGLAKD): 

This sucker started out just like any normal game might — with the players 
who did not write (Ozog and McHahon) determining the alliance structure more than 
any other consideration. Yes, it was fate that put me together with the notorious 
Sherwood, though at the time I had no idea how truly notorious he was. 

For some reason, I felt that this EG alliance was going to be awesome. I don't 
know how I knew that, having never played it before, but I just did. Sherwood 
wasn't so sure. So the early part of this game was a continuous battle for me to 
get Keith to adopt my aggressive stance. I had to beg and plead to get him to open 
A Mun-Bur (he ended up with Paris F 01). I had to beg and plead to get him to hit 
Russia in 1902 (he ended up with WAR, M0S, SEV). 

From 1902 on, it was Eastern power (R/t) vs Western power (E/G). They never 
stood a chance. Even without the help of sloppy tactics and poor coordination R/T 
cannot resist E/G for long. And they didn't. 

Security was a big problem from the start for TR0 and me. Overriding my ob- 
jections, he did build a fleet in Winter 01, but bless his little heart, because 
he did use it to kill Russians anyway. But when the forces were needed to subdue 
an opponent, we both played for the alliance ignoring "security" until that enemy 
was broken. It was "all for one and one for all" until, at least, 190I4. 
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And then, of course, therej wa^ one fuxoua "(jJi,en Maneuver"! It isn't very 
often that the Russians can get a fleet into the North Sea in the midst of a 
G/E onslaught, but somehow (probably quite by accident) Bob managed to achieve 
this goal. A Russian fleet in the North Sea can cause all sorts of unthinkable 
problems for both England and Germany. (No, that isn't the "Olsen Maneuver".) 
But what did Uncle Bob do with his fleet once in the North Sea7 That fleet applying 
pressure to no less than six E/G supply centers, a fleet that is dislodged is even 
more troublesome than if it is not? Olsen, kind and generous soul that he ia, moved 
his fleet out of this North Sea to the Norwegian Sea (where it is far less threatening) 
voluntarily the very next turn. THAT, is the now famous "Olsen Maneuver". (Mark 
Berch take note). 

Anyway, as FRANCE and RUSSIA collapsed, Shiftwood and I began moving more and 
more of our forces to border patrol. He had not built a fleet since 1901, and I 
had not added a second army yet, so neither of us had the mix of units necessary 
to hurt the other. Still, Snotwood plotted and planned, aborting at least two stabs 
at the last minute (and then always confessing). 

As his troops rolled through Austria while my Englishmen bogged down fighting 
Turkey for Italy, Germany pulled ahead in the SC count. To compensate, it was 
agreed that I should take MAR and then Paris from him. MAR was easy, but Snotface 
found an excuse to block my every effort to move to ENG to convoy the army over, 
knowing, I guess, that if I got an army into France, he would never be able to win . 
After each block I would get a "Oh, I'm such a silly" letter from my "ally" promising 
never to do it again. 

Finally, Shitface saw his chance to go for a win. he sent an army into France 
in direct violation of all our accords. The usual sob letter arrived full of 
apologies, but this time I just trash-canned the sucker, proceeding to launch an all 
out attack, and just in the nick of time, too. 

By literally anticipating each and every one of Germany's moves and by coordinating 
E/T resistence, and by just plain getting lucky in Italy in Fall, 1907, I managed 
to stop Shit-for-brains dead in his tracks. He had no choice but to accept the 
three-way draw. 



KEITH SHERiniOOD (GERMANY) : 

Ah, this classic game comes to an end. My first postal win. I's just like 
to thank - wait a minute - I didn't win? 

Diplomacy was flying hot and heavy early. Everyone wrote: kind and good 
Ozog, silver-tongued Mazzer, reticent Stafford, inimatable Olsen, even Palter. 
Everyone but France. Everyone ( everyo ne) warned me of the ruthless Dan Stafford, 
and I was prepared to move against him, if only to protect myself, but France 
refused to write. I made a deal with Stafford and sent in orders to BUR, H0L and 
KIE, looking for six centers by Winter. Then France wrote. 

I immediately called him, the day before the deadline. I explained I was 
going fo BUR and proposed a move to BEL in the fall, and a surprise alliance against 
Stafford who we were both quite paranoid of. 

I was going to go through with it. Really I was, but after Spring came out 
France was all out of position in PIE. And Stafford and I were in perfect position. 
So I decided to grin and bear it and stick it out with Stafford. I did look back, 
though, a couple of times. 



C l*l6o CP - SWivom^ ) 
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After blitzing through France with England, and watching R/T chew up Austria {Ozog 
played a dismal first year), the game quickly came to E/G facing R/T across the 
board. I had been friendly with Olsen and we discovered many mutual areas of interests. 
In 1903 it was again time to chose between allies: Egnland or Russia. Again in 02 
I came up with an elaborate plan to get myself out of this alliance with the totally 
unscrupulous Stafford (Mazzer and Olsen had gotten me really paranoid). Again it 
failed when the desired moves did not come about from Russia and England. And in 
03, again I chose position over worried mind. I stayed with Stafford and stabbed 
Olsen. Bob wrote great letters, but Dan was lavishing me with frequent two hour 
phone calls, and he and I were becoming friends too. I became less afraid of him 
and more assured of my own playing ability - too much. 

As E/G rambled over Russia, the game broke down to endgame in only 1905 and 
E/G was left facing Turkey. When Mazzer finally stabbed Olsen for his centers in 
'05, Bob was nice enough to puppet to me in '06 and "prove to Mazzer that there is 
always some penalty, however slight, in stabbing me". He supported me into hia 
last center. Thanks Bob. 

In 1907 things got too much for me to handle. Again, to choose between 
England and another, this time Turkey. But 18 centers kept flashing in my eyes. 
And everytime I shot my mouth off to Mazzer, I risked him passing it on to Stafford. 
So I practically backed myself into stabbing and going for the win. I was young 
and inexperienced and wouldn't do it again. Stafford doesn't make tactical mistakes, 
and I suddenly saw a stalemate line in the Turkish Balkins in W '07. Ooops, I 
stalled out at 15 centers. Damn, Damn, Damn and Dumb, Dumb, Dumb. It was over then, 
(although Stafford was thoughtful enough to write to offer, "build nothing and maybe 
I'll give you our alliance back." Heedless to say, Dan had long since stopped 
calling, or even being friendly.) 

This was an extremely fun game; the. press was excellent throughout. I will always 
remember meeting the likes of Stafford, Olsen, Ozcjand Mazzer through it. Dan, 
you were an excellent ally, and I was a fool. Still, I wonder if I was safe in 
the upcoming years... Mike, excellent endgame, holding out for the three-way; 

I won't hand it to you next time. Bob - you're great. Best thing about this 
game was getting to be your friend. And to Dave, thank? for a very good GMing 
job, although I did get rather worried as I got larger and larger and the zine 
kept coming later and later. ..great game, everyone, I'll always remember it as one of 
my favorites. 

BOB OLSEN (RUSSIA) : 

All things considered, I think I played pretty atrociously in this game. My 
finish, fourth place, but not eliminated at the same time as the other three countries, 
was just right because while I played poorly, France, Italy and Austria played much 
worse then I did. So there's some justice in this. 

The pivotal season was early on sometime or other (to be specific) when I was 
supposed to be allied with Keith's Germany. I had to make an order change just 
before deadline, but was not able to call the GM the last night because I left my 
address book at home and was out of town. So Keith got all bent out of shape and 
stabbed me. He can be so petty at times. And after that was my downfall since I 
was forced to remain allied with Mazzer, which is tantamount to suicide at the best 
of times. 

Well, at least the GM did pretty good, though it would be better if Dirty 
Dave were not quite so cocky about his zine and GMing. Pride goeth before a fall, 
Dave.

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MIKE MAZZER (TUKT.EY) ; 

From Winter '01 on, this one had three-way draw written all over it. Not that 
Olsen and I weren't trying to break up the E/G alliance. We were, constantly, tut 
strategically, it made no sense for one of them to stab the other as long as Bob 
and I hung together. And Bob and I were going to stick together as long as Dan and 
Keith stuck together. So the lines were drawn early. 

So what went wrong with the RT alliance, supposedly the strongest on the board? 
Keith Sherwood is what went wrong with it. When BOLP started (19 Dec. 1990), no 
one knew or appreciated Keith. (He was still Keith, not yet Tro!). In Diplomacy, 
it's no great accomplishment to convince Russia you are not going to take Moscow 
when you have no unit3 anywhere near Moscow. It is the art of the consummate diplomat 
to convince Russia you are not going to take Moscow when you've just moved six units 
around Moscow. Nobody does this better than Keith. As the saying goes, he can piss 
on your back and convince you it's raining. In Fall '01, Stafford convoyed an army 
to Norway, and in Winter '01, Keith built A Kie, F Ber, i.e. he might have painted 
a billboard saying I'M STABBING RUSSIA. But Keith convinced Bob that he was in no 
danger. Heedless to say, Bob was doomed by Sp '02. I tried to help Bob as much 
as possible, lending him BUL in Fa '02. Dan criticized me for that, and probably 
rightly, I concede it made more sense symbolically than tactically. From then on, 
it was pretty clear I was going to end up as the "one" on a two-on-one endgame. I 
took what I could of Italy, Austria and (yes) Russia, (Bob invited me to "save 
myself" and take RUM and SEV. He later asked me to give them back, but that would 
have served no purpose.) and eventually was able to fall back to a stalemate 
position. Dan has the warmonger's feel for tactics, so perhaps he can comment more 
astutely than I, but my gut feeling is that Keith might have won if he'd stabbed 
England earlier then he did. 

Congratulations to Keith and Dan. They were a formidable pair, and I feel 
fortunate to have managed a share of the draw. Thanks to Andy McMahon who stuck 
with his position. Kis one unit was very helpful against Italy, who had come out 
on the side of E/G. And to Bob, my ever long-suffering ally, my condolences. We 
all have "those" games sometimes. And thanks to you, Dave, for a well-run game 
and your welcome additions to the press. 

MARK LEW (SWITZERLAND) ; 

This game was stacked .against me from the beginning because I wasn't given 
a country to play. Undaunted, I allied with Sherwood, and for awhile I thought 
1 had something going, but alas, because I didn't have a country, I wasn't allowed 
to vote. So they passed the draw without me. Oh well, at least I wasn't eliminated.
